On the extreme 
right the American Armies form, as it Were, 
the hinge of the whole movement. Their 
persistent attacks are making smal] pro- 
gress measured in terms of ground ; but, 
since any considerable advance here would 
instantly destroy the whole basis of the 
enemys scheme of retreat, they achieve 
the important purpose of engaging a con- 
siderable part of the German strength. 
Further west the rile of the French 
Armies, for the moment, is chiefly that 
of holding the enemy and shepherding 
them gradually northwards. What may be 
called the operating wing of the Allied 
offensive consists in the two-fold movement 
in the north—the maneuvre of envelop- 
ment in Flanders and the intercepting 
thrust between the Selle and the Oise in 
the region of Le Cateau. Both operations 
in this two-fold movement are developing 
with success. 

The weakness of the enemy in Flanders 
which has committed them ‘to a premature 
retreat through Belgium is due to the fact 
that the mass of their forces is engaged 
and held further-south between the region 
of Le Cateau and the Meuse In these
